NEWMARKET may get outdoor 
urinals after complaints of public 
urination, it has been confirmed. 

At a town council meeting on 
Monday, it was heard that people 
urinating in Church Lane, off 
the High Street, was becoming a 
problem. 

The council's public toilets at 
the Memorial Hall in the High 
Street were also vandalised in the 
past month, which caused them to 
be sealed off. 

Cllr Andy Drummond, mayor 
of Newmarket, said: "Our toilets 
- let's be frank. It was disgusting. 
There was drug taking and poo all 
over the walls. 

"So we're just going to have 
to open them during the day, 
because it's really just for the 
families. 

"Irrespective of that, a lady said 
that the night time economy just 
urinates everywhere. Maybe we 
need some proper solutions. 

"I think we may have to get 
an outdoor urinal for men, or a 
modesty van, or something where 
you pay your pound to use it and 
if you're still there for 15 minutes, 
the door automatically opens. 

"We need a real think about 
how we deal with this."

Mayor defends comments about 
homeless after online backlash

THE mayor of Newmarket 
who claimed homeless peo¬ 
ple in the town were being 
“killed with kindness” has 
defended his comments af¬ 
ter an online backlash. 

Cllr Andy Drummond 
made the claims last week 
when he stated: “You know 
the term, ‘killing with kind¬ 
ness’? Well, people think 
we’re helping these people 
by giving a cup of coffee or 
a Greggs. 

“What I would say to the 
public of Newmarket is - 
please don’t give anything 
to them. Not just money 
but also food. They’re on the 
High Street because of the 
footfall. 

“Their presence doesn’t 
enhance the shopping ex¬ 
perience. You have to con¬ 
sider the retailers - they’re 
the biggest rate payers. If we 
don’t do anything about it, it 
will get worse. 

“I know it sounds bru¬ 
tal but somebody needs to 
make a stand. They want 
to be homeless, they want 
to passive beg on the high 
street. 

“It’s really as simple as 
that.” 

His comments come af¬ 
ter the News told how Nick 
Rowley, 53, and his girlfriend 
Donna have been on New¬ 
market High Street since 
April. 

Newmarket Town Coun¬ 
cil is contesting with Forest 
Heath District Council to 
widen its powers to remove 
the homeless through a Pub¬ 
lic Space Protection Order 
(PSPO). 

An online backlash fol¬ 
lowed the publication of Cllr 
Drummond’s comments. 

On the News’ Facebook 
page, Grace Anderson wrote: 
“The only thing we know for 
certain that they [the home¬ 
less couple] want is to live in 
Newmarket near their fam- 
ily. 

“Who are we to deny that, 
or see it as unreasonable? 
How can we assume anyone 
wants to be homeless when 
they face so much verbal 
and physical abuse for being 
so?” 

Angie Atkins said there are 



many reasons why people 
are homeless, and suggested 
that Cllr Drummond needed 
to think about what people 
can do to help the home¬ 
less rather than think about 
how to “hide them or pass 
the buck to another com¬ 
munity”. 

Sarah Flory defended the 
homeless couple, writing 
on Facebook: “People stay 
homeless because it be¬ 
comes a way of life, like an 
addiction. Often the peo¬ 
ple have grown up in care 
or traumatic circumstances 
and choose this life as it’s 
like choosing a family.” 

Also commenting on Fa¬ 
cebook, Tim Ellis said if the 
homeless were hidden away 
they would be “out of sight, 
out of mind” and said this 
was not the way to go, with 
people seemingly be¬ 
coming more self¬ 
ish. 

Daz Fox sug¬ 
gested: “Why 
not give them 
a bit of land 
with wash¬ 
ing facilities 
so they can 
at least pitch a 
tent?” 

Others seemed to 
agree with Cllr Drum¬ 
mond’s comments. 

Gazza Fawrence claimed 
“you can only help the peo¬ 
ple that want help” and 
Karen Forraine Clegg said: 
“Fet’s consider what is the 
draw for a homeless person 
placing themself in the busi¬ 
est most prominent place in 
Newmarket?” 

On the comments section 



of the original news story, 
Cllr Drummond wrote: “Na¬ 
tionally the overwhelming 
majority of people begging 
do so to support a drug hab¬ 
it. 

“In the experience of 
frontline workers, people 
are more likely to accept 
help and to address their ad¬ 
dictions when they are not 
receiving money from beg¬ 
ging. 

“I also learnt that the case 
workers estimate that the 
homeless on Newmarket’s 
High Street are making ap¬ 
proximately £80 each per 
day from their ‘passive beg¬ 
ging’ 

“I have it in writing from 
the police that the solution 
is to widen the powers of our 
Public Space Protection Or¬ 
der (PSPO) so that the police 
have the powers to 
move these people 
on and remove 
them from the 
areas of high 
footfall. 

“We have 
anecdotal 
evidence that 
the begging 
is escalating. 
Beggars are now 
approaching bus 
users in Newmarket 
bus station. 

“People only write to 
me to complain about the 
homeless on the High Street, 
not to congratulate me for 
my tolerance. 

“An excellent council 
would not allow a rough 
sleeper to spend a second 
night on the street. That 
should be our mission.”

SIMON DOBBIN CASE 


Wife’s call for tougher 
sentences over attack

THE wife of Simon Dobbin, who 
was left permanently brain dam¬ 
aged after a football violence attack 
two years ago, has called for harsh¬ 
er prison sentences for the 12 men 
found guilty of violent disorder in a 
letter to the Attorney General. 

Nicole Dobbin also sent her 
letter to Prime Minister Theresa 
May, MP Matthew Hancock, the 
Lord Speaker Lord Lowler, and 
leader of the House of Commons 
Andrea Leadsom, telling them: 
“The justice system in our country 
has completely and utterly let us 
down.” 

Twelve men were charged with 
violent disorder and sentenced to 
jail terms. 

Ian Young, 41, of Brightwell Av¬ 
enue, Westcliff, received a suspend¬ 
ed prison sentence for assisting an 
offender. 

Nicole’s letter read: “How sad that 
I find myself having to write to you 
because the justice system in our 
country has completely and utterly 
let us down. 

“I hope that by sending this letter 


the sentencing around violent dis¬ 
order can be reviewed and changed, 
so no other family will ever have to 
suffer as we have had to.” 

The letter continues: “My hus¬ 
band Simon Dobbin was brutally 
attacked and left for dead after 
some mindless thugs ambushed 
him and a small number of Cam¬ 
bridge United supporters in March 
of2015. 

“This was a planned and unpro¬ 
voked 90-second attack, where 
Simon was stomped and kicked 
on repeatedly, which left him with 
permanent brain damage and clini¬ 
cally dead for seven minutes - with¬ 
out the assistance of paramedics, 
he would not be here today.” 

Nicole also mentioned in the let¬ 
ter that the CPS failed to bring in a 
higher charge because, although 
three of the defendants had Simon’s 
blood on their clothing, they could 
not pinpoint who carried out the 
attack and caused the damage. 

However, she added: “If you leave 
a pub intending to cause harm and 
someone is beaten to an inch of 
their life, you should all stand trial 
for attempted murder, or GBH. 

“This law needs to be put into 


place now. Those that stand and 
watch an attack are just as guilty as 
those who carry it out and the pun¬ 
ishment needs to fit the crime.” 

Nicole also questioned why the 
law had recently been changed to 
life sentences for those who com¬ 
mit acid attacks - but had not 
changed for those who commit vio¬ 
lent disorder. 

She said: “Simon is unable to 
walk, talk, sit independently, is fed 
via a tube, doubly incontinent and 
requires 24-hour care. 

“The perpetrators of the attack - 
12 men in total -were sentenced on 
fuly 17, 2017. Greg Allen showed no 
sign of remorse and laughed at us 
outside the court room. 

“In Lewis Courtnell’s case, his 
wife wrote a character reference to 
the court to say they are due their 
first child in December. How lucky 
is he? He will still be able to hold 
his child, Simon will never hold his 
daughter. 

“Thomas Randall was excused 
from court because a family mem¬ 
ber was sick. We do not have the 
luxury of being excused from Si¬ 
mon’s brain damage. 

“Michael Shawyer cried when his 


sentence was passed. Did he cry 
when he witnessed the attack on 
my husband? I doubt it very much. 

“Rhys Pullen - the youngest of 
them all - was the only one to show 
remorse and admit his part in the 
violent disorder, he kept himself 
away from the other defendants. 

“Throughout the six-week trail we 
had to endure these thugs laughing 
and joking at us - and their families 
making vile sick comments outside 
court. Where is the justice in this?” 

Nicole said she was ‘disgusted’ 
that the maximum sentence for vio¬ 
lent disorder is five years. 

She added: “These thugs will 
serve half their sentences then be 
let out to serve the remainder of 
this at home. 

“We have already served two- 
and-a-half years but still have a life¬ 
time - where is the justice in this? 

“I want all these defendants’ 
sentences increased, with the ex¬ 
ception of Rhys Pullen who should 
have his suspended due the fact 
that he truly was remorseful and 
the only one to admit his guilt. 

“I will continue to campaign un¬ 
til the law changes and higher sen¬ 
tences are brought in.”

Man walks free from 
‘Dobbo’ assault case

A MAN who helped one of 
the 12 convicted over the “vi¬ 
cious” football violence attack 
on Cambridge United fan Si¬ 
mon Dobbin to escape police 
has been handed a suspend¬ 
ed sentence. 

Ian Young, 41, was jailed for 
18 months, suspended for two 
years, by fudge David Pugh at 
Basildon Crown Court. 

Young was also ordered to 
carry out 250 hours of unpaid 
work. 

In fuly, the jury gave its ver¬ 
dict in the trial of a group of 
Southend United fans over 
the ambush that left Cam¬ 
bridge United fan Mr Dob¬ 
bin, now 45, with permanent 
brain damage and unable to 
walk or talk. 

Eight men were found 
guilty of violent disorder. 
Three others - Greg Allen, 
Phillip McGill and Michael 
Shawyer - were found guilty 
of conspiracy to commit vio¬ 
lent disorder. 

The 12 defendants were 
handed football banning or¬ 
ders of 10 years and prison 
sentences ranging from 16 
months to five years. 

furors decided that after 
the attack, Young either hid 
co-defendant Lewis Courtnell 
in his rented room upstairs at 
the Railway Tavern, or helped 
Courtnell escape via another 
route out of the pub. 

He had been found not 
guilty of conspiracy to com¬ 
mit violent disorder, but 
guilty of assisting an offender. 

Young, of Brightwell Av¬ 
enue, Westcliff, was the only 
defendant to give evidence 
during the six-week trial - 
where he denied assisting an 
offender, but admitted trying 
to help co-defendant Lewis 
Courtnell evade police. 

Young said a text from him 
to Courtnell at 9.04pm, which 
read “sit tight mate”, didn’t 
mean Courtnell was hiding in 
his room at the pub. 

Another text sent to his 
partner read: “Hear the heli¬ 
copter? We just smashed 
them” - but Young argued this 
reference was down to the 
football, not the attack. 

The attack on Mr Dobbin 
took place in Southend on 
March 21, 2015, after a Cam¬ 
bridge United away game 
against Southend United. 

At last week’s court hear¬ 
ing, prosecutor Emily Dum- 
mett said: “The jury found 
Young had known or believed 
Courtnell had been involved 
in the serious violence that 
took place outside - and that 
knowing that, he hid Court¬ 
nell upstairs at a time he knew 



NEWMARKET Town Council has applied 
for double yellow lines to prevent people 
from sleeping in their vehicles on one of the 
town's roads. 

Newmarket Town Council requested 
double yellow lines, signs and a reinstated 
kerb on Birdcage Walk after finding people 
sleeping in RV vehicles, motor homes and 
horseboxes. 

Cllr Andy Drummond, mayor of 
Newmarket, told the News: "It's not a good 
image for Newmarket to have lots of people 
sleeping overnight on our roads. Tourist 
spots have these orders in place to prevent 
people from sleeping overnight, so why 
shouldn't we? 

"One question I would ask is where do 
they go to the toilet? 

"The other aspect is reinstating the kerb 
along there because it's in a shocking state." 

The council understands that four to five 
vehicles have been parking alongside the 
road for around a year. 

The town council first noticed the vehicles 
while trying to evacuate the area for the 
Queen's arrival in November last year. 

Council officers put leaflets under their 
windscreen wipers asking them to move.

police would be looking for 
him and others responsible. 

“The message Young sent 
to his girlfriend at 7.25pm 
saying ‘we smashed them’ 
may indicate Young’s loyalty 
at this stage was to his friends 
of football violence, not to Mr 
Dobbin, who at that time had 
been ‘smashed’. 

“It cannot be established 
when Courtnell left the Rail¬ 
way Tavern, but it was cer¬ 
tainly after police had set up 
the cordon.” 

Ms Dummett said Young 
had also admitted possessing 
a prohibited weapon - pepper 
spray - on fune 25, when po¬ 
lice went to search his home. 

Matthew Bagnall, mitigat¬ 
ing, said Young found himself 
living in a room at a pub, with 
the stability of his family not 
around him. 

He said: “Young had lost his 
direction in life and due to a 
misplaced sense of loyalty, he 
acted in the way he did. He 
plainly and bitterly regrets 
that.” 

Mr Bagnall added that 
Young’s life is now more set¬ 
tled, with a job offer despite 
his conviction. 

He told the court: “Any 
knowledge that Young knew 
of what happened outside 
the pub can only have taken 
place from a brief conversa¬ 
tion at the bar which lasted 16 
seconds. 

“That terrible helicopter 
text acknowledges that a lev¬ 
el of understanding of what 
happened had been gained, 
but not all of it.” 

During sentencing, fudge 
Pugh told Young it was noted 
that he had distanced himself 


from the group of “so-called 
supporters” he used to call 
friends. 

He added: “Whilst this 
clearly passes the custody 
threshold, there is one fac¬ 
tor which prevents me from 
passing an immediate custo¬ 
dial sentence. 

“The assistance you gave 
to Courtnell occurred within 
a few minutes of the violence. 

“While I’m satisfied you 
knew Courtnell was involved 
in some violence, you had 
no idea of the extent of the 
violence, and if you had, you 
would not have given that as¬ 
sistance. 

“Given the timings, I accept 
what you say. 

“I make it clear that if I had 
not, you would be going to 
prison immediately.” 

fudge Pugh said he also 
accepted that Young was re¬ 
morseful and shocked by the 
actions of the other defend¬ 
ants. 

He told Young: “You were 
not in court when the other 
defendants were sentenced, 
and you were not there to 
witness the bravery of Simon 
Dobbin and his family. 

“Within the pre-sentence 
report, it is said that you were 
visibly moved by this, and so 
you should have been. 

“Do not forget what hap¬ 
pened to Mr Dobbin.” 

Police believe there may 
still be men who have not 
been charged in relation to 
the assault - with senior in¬ 
vestigating officer DCI Martin 
Pasmore urging anyone who 
has information which can 
help bring the attackers to 
justice to come forward.

The cost of 
going green 

GREEN taxes will cost households 
almost £150 from next year, British 
Gas has claimed, as it blamed 
government for a huge rise in 
electricity bills for three million of its 
customers. 

In 2006 the Institute for Fiscal 
Studies assessed broad trends over 
time, both in environmental tax 
revenues and in greenhouse gas 
emissions, the latter with respect to 
the Government's own emissions- 
reduction targets and the Kyoto 
Protocol. 


"The Institute for Fiscal Studies 
assessed source of payments of 
£32.7 billion in environmental taxes 
by sector, of which 52 per cent 
came from households budgets. 

The UK typically relies more on 
environmental sources for tax 
revenue than other OECD and 
EU economies. Only the UK and 
Germany had reduced total C02 
emissions below their 1990 levels 
by 2002. Of the OECD economies, 
the largest increases occurred in 
Australia, Canada, Japan and the 
US where emissions rose by around 
20-30 per cent. The largest increase 
came from China, where emissions 
were around 45 per cent higher in 
2002 ." 

The Conservative 201 7 Manifesto 
clearly stated: "After we have left the 
European Union, we will form our 
energy policy based not on the way 
energy is generated, but on the ends 
we desire." 

Perhaps John Doland has not 
noticed that the UK has not yet left 
the EU and many in his Labour Party 
don't want us to.

£4.5m boost for new homes

THE Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough combined au¬ 
thority has pledged to build 
40,000 affordable new homes 
over the next 20 years. 

The announcement 

comes as six affordable 
housing schemes across 
Cambridgeshire are set for 
a slice of a £4.56 million lo¬ 
cal government grant, part 
of the authority’s longer- 
term strategy to deliver over 
100,000 new homes by 2037. 

The combined author¬ 
ity hopes the cash injection 
will accelerate the delivery 
of the housing plans. The 
board met on July 26 to agree 
the £4.56 million grant to 11 
schemes for 253 affordable 
new homes across the re¬ 
gion. 

Among those to benefit 
include South Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council, which 
will be given funds for 48 
new homes, and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
which is set to get funding 
for 26. 

All 11 schemes are ex¬ 
pected to start on site before 
the end of March 2018, with 
a number of projects com¬ 
mencing before the end of 
this year. 

Combined authority may¬ 
or James Palmer said: “We 
believe that our approach to 
housing in Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough requires a 
short and long-term plan. 

“This allows us to tackle 
the problems we face at the 
moment, whilst planning for 
the future needs of our area. 


“The targets set for the 
Combined Authority are 
ambitious and will require 
working with partners both 
in the private and public sec¬ 
tor to deliver this ambition.” 

The Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Combined Au¬ 
thority also hosted an event 
with builders, developers 
and social housing providers 
in the area to look into how 
the public and private sector 
can work together. 

The “Building for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough” housing summit took 
place at South Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Hall in Cambourne and 
included presentations by 
the National Housing Fed¬ 
eration and the Homes and 
Communities Agency. 

Around 80 delegates con¬ 
tributed through a series of 
interactive workshops led 
by partners from the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough Housing Association 
Group, The Housing and 
Finance Institute, Laragh 
Homes and David Keeling 
Consulting. 

Leader of South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil, Peter Topping, said: “We 
know that housing, together 
with skills and infrastruc¬ 
ture, are critical to maintain¬ 
ing growth and prosperity in 
the region. 

“Our strategy is to acceler¬ 
ate house building, that is a 
given, but also to build hous¬ 
es that are of good quality, in 
communities where people 
want to live. We are commit¬ 
ted to creating healthy and 
sustainable communities.”

Will Brexit steal our 
sausages and celery?

LOCAL food names along with 
dozens of others across the UK 
could lose their protected status 
if the UK leaves the EU without a 
deal, say campaigners. 

More than 80 foodstuffs in the 
UK have their unique status pro¬ 
tected under EU law, which pre¬ 
vents imitation products being 
sold in the trading area. 

Two of these - Newmarket sau¬ 
sages and Fenland Celery - are 
produced locally and the Open 
Britain Campaign says a no-deal 
Brexit could strip them of their 
protected status and leave them 
open to competition by foreign 
imitation. 

Ed Sheen is general manager 
of Musk’s in Newmarket, one of 
only three brands that make the 
protected product. 

The locally-produced sausage 
has Protected Geographical 
Indication (PGI) status under 
the EU’s protected food name 
scheme, meaning the special 
sausages have to be made in a 
specified area. Fenland Celery 
enjoys the same status. 

Mr Sheen said: “I am aware 
that from Brexit there could be 
problems with the Protected Ge¬ 
ographical Origin status. At the 
moment we are slightly unsure 
about what the result will be.” 

He said there was the potential 
to establish a trademark to pro¬ 


tect their products in place of the 
status given by the EU scheme. 

“But until we have a clear pic¬ 
ture on how negotiations go it’s 
very difficult to know what will 
happen,” he said. 

A producer in the West Coun¬ 
try had started making Newmar¬ 
ket sausages, according to Mr 
Sheen. 

“When we spoke to them they 
stopped but because they were 
in England it was easy to have 
that conversation,” he said. 

Mr Sheen said he was less 
concerned about the potential 
changes than other producers 
would be. 

He said: “If I were a Cham¬ 
pagne maker I would be much 
more concerned because it’s 
a much more widely available 
commodity. 

“But until we know more 
about it nothing is set in stone.” 

It is still unclear exactly what 
impact leaving the EU with no 
deal would have on protected 
UK food brands. 

Anthony Gardiner, market¬ 
ing director of Fenland Celery, 
has previously said his product 
would not be affected by Brexit. 

“What would happen to the 
PGI status of Fenland? The sim¬ 
ple answer I believe is nothing,” 
he told German business news 
site Handelsblatt Global in the 
run-up to the EU referendum 
last year. 

But pro-EU campaigners are

adamant the prospect of a no¬ 
deal Brexit will put protected 
brands in danger. 

fames McGrory, executive di¬ 
rector of Open Britain, said: “The 
Government’s threat to leave the 
European Union with no deal at 
all could see local delicacies like 
Newmarket sausage and Fen¬ 
land Celery put at risk of being 
undercut by cheap imitations. 

“If we leave the EU’s system of 
protecting regional foods, there 



firms in Croatia making inferior 
knock-offs of Cambridgeshire 
produce and selling it in Britain 
at a lower price.”

A FUNDRAISER took to the skies 
strapped to the wing of a biplane as 
part of a challenge to raise funds for 
two charities.

CORRIE MCKEAGUE SEARCH 


Rising rents 
'outstripping 
rest of U K' 

RESIDENTIAL rents in the East of 
England are growing faster than 
anywhere else in the UK. 

Figures show they have risen by 
2.35 per cent in the 12 months to 
July. This rate is nearly four times the 
average UK growth of 0.64 per cent, 
according to findings in the latest 
Landbay rental index. 

Demand for low-rent accommo¬ 
dation by long-distance commuters 
is thought to be a contributing factor, 
pushing rents up by more than two 
per cent in eight of the 10 counties 
in East England, and more than three 
per cent in four of the 10. 

Across Cambridgeshire, there has 
been a year-on-year rise of 2.17 per 
cent, with the region's average rental 
price now totalling £933 per month. 

Of the capital's five hottest 
commuter belt hotspots outside 
the M25, four are found in the East 
of England. Luton (4.23 per cent), 
Peterborough (3.75), Thurrock (3.56) 
and Bedfordshire (3.19) all have 
average rents which are less than 
half of the London average of £1,873, 
but have seen rents rise significantly 
in the past year, while in London they 
have fallen by 1.05 per cent. 

The findings highlight the growing 
affordability crisis facing young 
people working in the capital, 
suggesting that many are moving 
further afield to reduce their rent 
burden, possibly while they save to 
buy a house. 


Incinerator bones ‘do not 
belong to Corrie’ - dad

THE father of missing airman Cor¬ 
rie McKeague says he does not 
believe bones found at an incin¬ 
eration plant are the remains of his 
son. 

Police are currently examining 
waste found at the plant at Great 
Blakenham, Suffolk - which in¬ 
cludes bone fragments - to see if it 
could be connected to the 23-year- 
old who went missing last Septem¬ 
ber. 

A search of a landfill site in Milton 
was called off last month after offic¬ 
ers spent 20 weeks sifting through 
6,500 tonnes of waste. 

They said the search would move 
on to an incinerator despite believ¬ 
ing Corrie’s remains were some¬ 
where on the landfill site. 

But Martin McKeague said he 
thinks the best hope of finding his 
son is to continue searching the 
Milton site and that he doesn’t be¬ 
lieve the fragments are anything to 
do with Corrie. 


He said: “They have found some 
bones, which was expected, and 
which could be animal bones. We’re 
just going to have to wait and see 
until they’re tested. 

“Deep down I don’t think it’s Cor¬ 
rie. 

“We remain focused on the facts, 
and those facts suggest we are look¬ 
ing in the right places. 

“The police will let us know in 
due course about their findings 
from the incinerator facility, and we 
await the results of the review of the 
landfill site search.” 

On Tuesday, police issued a state¬ 
ment about the find which read: 
“Police searching incinerated waste 
at the Great Blakenham energy- 
from-waste facility have recovered 
some material that requires further 
examination in order to establish 
whether it is in any way connected 
to the Corrie McKeague missing 
person enquiry. 

“At this stage it cannot be con¬ 
firmed whether or not this material 
is in any way linked to Corrie and 
so it will be subject to specialist ex¬ 
amination and forensic analysis in 
the coming weeks. 


“Police expected that it would be 
necessary to take items recovered 
from the search away from the site 
in order to examine them more 
carefully. 

“Corrie’s family have been kept 
updated about the search. 

“The search of the incinerated 
waste is now complete.” 

Police called off the search at 
Milton despite revealing they knew 
Corrie regularly climbed into bins 
to go to sleep after a night out. 

It is feared he fell asleep in an in¬ 
dustrial bin following a night out 
with friends in Bury St Edmunds, 
Suffolk, on September 24 last year. 

CCTV footage from that evening 
shows the airman entering a bin 
loading bay but never walking out. 

It is thought he had been in a 
rubbish bin that was emptied into 
a lorry and taken to a landfill site at 
Milton. 

An independent review is under 
way into Suffolk Police’s handling 
of Corrie’s disappearance.

I T'S 7am, the temperature is just 
over 30°C degrees and the pale 
blue sky doesn't have a single 
cloud to deface it. 

Yet this is day five of our 
seven-day holiday in Llafranc, an 
hour's drive from Girona, and every 
day has been just as hot. 

My preconceived ideas of "Green 
Spain" from a wet week spent there 
25 years ago, when it rained almost 
every day have been unreservedly 
despatched. 

I knew the region was lovely, with 
vast areas of woodland and 
unspoiled coastal paths, but they 
call it green Spain for a reason. 

All that vegetation needs a lot of 
rain to keep it alive. 

But, 25 years on, I regret not 
coming back here sooner. 

This is the Costa Brava, and while 
there are cheap and cheerful parts 
of this costa, our home for the week 
in Llafranc is a complete opposite to

the high-rise resorts further south 
where thousands of Brits first cut 
their teeth on Spanish holidays in 
the early sixties. 

Llafranc and its sister coastal 
towns of Tamariu and Calella de 
Palafrugell (not to be confused with 
the more commercialised Calella 
near Barcelona) are low-key, 
upmarket resorts which remind me 
of refined coastal towns in the South 
of France. 

Forget high-rise multi-storey in 
this region, Madrid keeps a tight 
rein on what’s built here. 

If you're looking for superb 
beaches, crystal-clear water, 
myriad excellent small 
restaurants and tasteful boutiques 
but an absence of discos and neon, 
this could be for you. 

It is, without doubt, one of the 
prettiest, most unspoiled parts of 
Spain I have come across. 

Llafranc itself is a small town with 
a beautiful white sandy beach, just a 
handful of shops and restaurants 
and a lot of second homes owned by 
the wealthy of Barcelona just two 
hours drive away. 

A pathway along a spectacularly 
beautiful rugged coastline links it to 
the small resort and fishing village 
of Calella, just a 15 minute stroll 
away, where picturesque narrow 
streets show off a variety of small 
eateries and pretty shops. 

Stay on the Cami de Ronda 
coastal path and you will cross 
numerous other small coves with 
just a few holidaymakers on the 
sand and between, children playing 
in the rock pools. 

Don't expect to find too many 
Brits here, it's an area the Spanish 
like to keep to themselves. 

Avoid late July and August and 
you will find Llafranc, Calella and 
Tamariu is Spain as it used to be, 
before mass tourism. You can amble 
along uncrowded promenades at all 


three and not hear any English 
spoken. 

There are bars and restaurants but 
usually they are small family affairs 
which have been there for years. 

The Hotel Llafranc, for example, 
right on the sea front, is a family 
business which started back in 1953 
as a bar. 

Now with 32 rooms, it has a 
history of catering for the stars of the 
silver screen as well as the great and 
good from the worlds of sport and 
the arts. 

Take a look at the walls at the rear 
of the restaurant - it's run by Carles 
Bisbe, the son of one of the three 
brothers who started the business - 
and you'll find photographs of those 
who have passed through its doors. 

There's Elizabeth Taylor, Sophia 
Loren, Kirk Douglas and Seve 
Ballesteros to name but a few. Other 
visitors have included Yul Brynner 
and Rock Hudson and over the bar 
there's a huge picture of Carles' 
uncle with Salvador Dali, a regular 
guest in his day. 

Our home for the week, however, 
was a property of a very different 
kind - and a rare find because of its 
proximity to the town and beach. 

The Villa La Sardana is a gem 
because it's just 140 metres from the 
nearest restaurant, 250 metres from 
the beach and three minutes' walk 
from Llafranc town. 

While villas are often isolated, this 
one is in the perfect spot, offering 
peace and tranquillity while just a 
few steps from the town centre and 
a gentle walk from the picturesque 
harbour. 

It means that on occasions you 
can forget the car and stroll to the 
town, the bars and the restaurants 
so that if you want wine with dinner 
everyone can imbibe. 

With five bedrooms and four 
bathrooms it's a villa which sleeps 
10 - eight in the main house and 


two in a cosy little annexe just a few 
steps away - and has so many 
seating areas both indoors and 
outdoors that members of even 
large parties can find privacy when 
they want to. 

Best of all, it has one of the largest 
swimming pools I have seen at any 
villa, measuring more than 15 
metres long by four metres wide. 
There are Roman steps into the 
water for easy access and a variation 
in depth so it's suitable for children 
and adults. 

Warm and inviting with elegant 
Spanish decor, it also boasts large 
gardens - with a brick-built covered 
barbecue, of course - to stroll 
around when the sun gets too hot. 
There's even free wi-fi to keep the 
teenagers happy. 

Away from Llafranc there are bays 
and villages galore to explore. Even 
though we were on the edge of the 
town we decided to hire a car after a 
Jet2 flight into Girona Airport to give 
us chance to see the best of the 
region. 

It's best to check out the car hire 
prices carefully because there can 
be a sting in the tail if you want fully 
comprehensive insurance. You can 
book a car for a bargain £25 per 
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week, but when you arrive at the 
airport the full insurance can cost 
you around £250. 

After a lot of checking we opted 
for Sixt, a well-established com¬ 
pany whose website tells you 
upfront exactly what you pay for the 
hire, as well as how much the full 
insurance is - in our case just 12 
euros per day. 

The company's base is just 200 
yards from the airport arrivals hall 
and when we collected our car they 
even programmed in our villa 
destination to ensure we didn't get 
lost. 

The flexibility of having a car gave 


us chance to visit some of the 
spectacular medieval inland 
villages of this region, like Pals and 
Peratallada. 

And while most of the ancient 
buildings in both can only be 
admired from the outside, it's 
fascinating to walk around the 
narrow shaded streets, some of 
which have deep ruts cut in the 
stone surface by generations of 
carts passing over them. 

During a week's holiday we only 
scratched the surface of what's in 
this area. One thing is for sure. It 
won't be another 25 years before 
we are back.

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Legacy of a princess 



As the world marks 20 years since the death 
of Princess Diana, Andrew Morton, whose 
clandestine interviews with the princess 
altered her destiny, speaks to KATE 
WHITING about her life, death and legacy 


W HEN the news broke in 
the early hours of 
Sunday, August 31, 

1997, that Princess 
Diana had died in a car 
crash in Paris, her biographer 
Andrew Morton quickly returned 
home from the Edinburgh festival. 

“I dashed to the airport and flew 
down to London that morning. And 
I will always remember a French 
man gave me a piece of paper, 
because he recognised who I was. 

"It said, 'I want to apologise on 
behalf of all the French people! 
Because at the time, everybody 
thought the French paparazzi had 
killed her," says Andrew, whose 
explosive book, Diana: Her True 
Story, was first published in 1992. 

At his office, he found around 
"132 faxes and voicemails. It was 
just overwhelming" 

If the interview requests were 
overwhelming, the outpouring of 
grief from the public was 
unprecedented, as bouquet upon 
bouquet of flowers - an estimated 
60 million stems - were laid outside 
London's royal palaces. 

Without Andrew's book, and the 
hours of secret, candid interviews 
Diana gave for it, the world perhaps 
would never have known the real 
princess before she died. 

"I don't think they would have 
responded to her death in the same 
way if they didn't have more of a 
sense of the kind of person she 
was," says former tabloid royal 
reporter Andrew, 63, who splits his 
time between homes in London 
and Pasadena, California. 

"Did she regret (the book)? No. 
She told Lord Puttnam, 'It's going 
to be a bombshell, but I've no 
regrets'. She saw no other way out." 

It seems strange, 25 years on, to 
remember a time when we didn't 
know about Diana's struggles with 
bulimia, exacerbated by the affair 
between Prince Charles and 
Camilla Parker Bowles, and her 
suicide attempts, including 
throwing herself downstairs while 
pregnant, during 'the dark ages' of 
her early days in the royal family. 

But when Andrew first listened to 
her revelations in a London cafe, 
on tapes recorded by their mutual 
friend Dr James Colthurst, he felt as 
though he was "entering 
an alternate universe" 

"I'd been following 
the Royal Family for 
10 years. I'd never 
heard of bulimia 
nervosa, I thought it 
was a flower or 
something. This 
woman called 
Camilla, never heard of her. 

"It was astonishing and a curious 
contrast - as you're listening to 
Diana spilling out her heart, all 
these people around me were just 
eating their bacon and eggs. 

"I remember going back home... 
you're soon enveloped by the 
paranoia, so I stood well back from 
the underground platform. 

"It was like being admitted into a 


secret world." 

A decade after her 1981 wedding 
to Charles, Diana was desperate to 
escape and writing essentially her 
own autobiography, through the 
mouthpiece of Andrew, was what 
she saw as her only way out. 

"She felt the way she was defined 
didn't bear any relationship to the 
life that she was trying to 
lead, or to the person 
that she was," he says 
now. 

"She felt that by 
speaking over the 
heads of the mass 
media, to what she 
saw as her people, 
she could regain her 
voice. I don't think it was especially 
thought-through. There was kind of 
a recklessness about it. She didn't 
know me particularly well, she'd 
met me on royal tours now and 
again. But it wasn't like she was my 
best friend or anything." 

Dr Colthurst became the 
go-between, visiting Kensington 
Palace with a list of questions from 
Andrew (nicknamed Noah - 


Notable Author And Historian - by 
Diana), which he asked the 
princess over the course of six 
interviews in the summer of 1991. 

What resulted was an 
extraordinary transcript, which 
made the basis of Andrew's book, 
first published in the months after 
Diana's death in a revised edition of 
Diana: Her True Story - In Her 
Own Words, and republished in full 
this year, thanks to advances in 
technology allowing parts of her 
testimony to be heard again. 

But when the original book was 
first published in 1992 (then just 
called Diana - Her True Story) 
everything she had said - including 
that Charles had a 'secret 
friendship' with another woman; 
on the advice of a libel lawyer - was 
attributed to friends to give the 
princess deniability. 

It meant that Andrew came 
under fire and the book became 
Britain's most banned of the 1990s. 

It would take another interview 
in 1995 - with Martin Bashir for the 
BBC's Panorama, in which she 
famously admitted: "There were 


three of us in this marriage" - for 
the Queen to write to Charles and 
Diana, after consulting the Prime 
Minister and Archbishop of 
Canterbury, to request they 
divorce. Finally Diana was free. 

In the years between the book 
and her death, Andrew saw Diana 
blossom: "She was moving 
forwards, she'd sold her dresses at 
auction, she'd raised money for 
Aids charities, she'd done that tour 
to Angola (to visit a minefield) with 
the Red Cross, and Bosnia. 

"She looked sleek and in control 
of herself. That's what the book did 
- it gave her some control of a life 
that had been out of control for a 
long time. You could really see this 
emergence of quite a sophisticated, 
glamorous, thoughtful 
humanitarian on the world stage. 

"I said, 'You no longer want to be 
the Princess of Wales, you want to 
be the Princess for the world! and 
she liked that, she used that phrase 
a lot." 

All that potential was cut short in 
August 1997, when a drunk Henri 
Paul, deputy head of security at the 
Ritz in Paris, got behind the wheel 
of a Mercedes to take Diana and 
her boyfriend Dodi A1 Fayed, son of 
Harrods owner Mohamed, back to 
his apartment - and lost control of 
the car in Pont de l'Alma tunnel. 

"She would be alive today if she'd 
been wearing a seat belt, she would 
have ended up with some broken 
ribs," says Andrew simply. 

As to her legacy, the writer says 
Diana has changed the royal 
family: "It's a lot more inclusive. 
You can see that with the living 
legacy of William and Harry, and 
the fact they take on quite difficult 
issues like mental health. 

"They're admitting themselves 
that they've had difficulties coming 
to terms with the death of their 
mother. People always think, 'Oh, a 
stiff upper lip! but there's a 
trembling lower lip. So it's alright to 
grieve, it's alright to feel upset, it's 
alright to feel depressed." 

Andrew believes Diana would 
have been proud of how William 
has helped the Duchess of 
Cambridge settle in to her new role. 

"She would have been thrilled 
that William was in a proper family, 
that was supportive, loving, 
ambitious, and that Kate has taken 
to the job pretty well and without 
too many missteps. And she would 
have been really proud of the way 
that William has steadied and 
supported her during what must be 
tense moments. 

"To go from somebody who is not 
photographed to somebody who 
is... it's like theatre. 

"The job of a royal watcher was 
always to try and define the royal 
actors with the grease paint off. 
Prince William always makes it 
clear that he is an actor on stage for 
a while, then he goes off."

P OTHOLE-RELATED breakdowns 
soared by almost a third between 
April and June compared with 
the same period last year, new figures 
show - and the lack of cash to fill 
them in means that the situation is 
only likely to get worse, according to 
the RAC. 

Some 3,565 owners of vehicles 
with broken suspension springs, 
damaged shock absorbers or distorted 
wheels - issues largely attributable to 
poor road surfaces - called the RAC 
in the second quarter of the year. 

This is compared with just 2,725 
over the same period in 2016. 

The firm's pothole index, based 
on a 12-month rolling average of 
breakdown numbers, indicates that 
road quality is getting worse after five 
successive quarters of improvement. 

RAC chief engineer David Bizley 
warned the figures demonstrate how 
a spell of extreme weather could 
result in road surfaces dramatically 
deteriorating even further. 

He said: "After a period of steady 
improvement, it is disappointing to 
see an unwelcome rise in the number

of pothole-related breakdowns. 

"The most worrying aspect, 
however, is the fact that this year's 
weather has been so much milder 


and drier than in the equivalent 
six months last year and, for this 
reason, we should have expected the 
numbers for the second quarter to be 


lower. 

"We fear it would only take a 
spell of very cold or wet weather 
for the improvements of the last 
year or two to evaporate and for 
the nation to find itself in a situation 
when we would once again be 
seeking emergency funding from 
Government to address the worst 
affected roads." 

The annual road maintenance 
survey of the Ashphalt Industry 
Alliance found that local authorities 
in England and Wales need over £12 
billion of funding to bring the road 
network up to scratch. 

This is several times more than 
councils' entire annual revenue 
spending on highways and transport, 
which was £4.4 billion in England 
last year. 

Martin Tett, the Local Government 
Association's transport spokesman, 
said: "Handing councils just two 
pence per litre from existing fuel 
duty to spend fixing our local roads 
would lead to an investment of £1 
billion a year into vital repairs and 
maintenance."

Close call experience 
could be a life-saver 

HAVING a close call while out 
driving could become a life saver, 
according to road safety experts. 

They say that reflecting on 
hazardous moments at the wheel 
can help drivers prevent similar 
situations developing. 

The advice comes from road 
safety organisation GEM Motoring 
Assist, whose road safety officer 
Neil Worth said: "We are all 
familiar with those 'oops factor' 
moments, where no harm was 
actually done but where we came 
close to disaster." 

"We're encouraging drivers 
to set aside time to think about 
their own particular 'oops factor' 
moments. But rather than allowing 
themselves to dwell on the danger 
and risk being distracted, we 
suggest they wait until the end 
of a journey and set aside a few 
moments to think about why it 
happened. 

"That short period of reflection 
may be all that's needed to 
identify the reason, and to adapt 
techniques of observation or 
concentration in order to prevent 
a similar situation happening 
again."

Can EV sector go from minnow to giant? 


WELL-to-wheel. It's a phrase I hope 
the government had heard of and 
thought about before announcing 
that by 2040 petrol and diesel cars 
will be in the breaker's yard and 
sales of new ones outlawed, writes 
John Swift 

The UK, of course, is merely the 
latest country to decide it's time 
to get serious about cleaning what 
goes into our lungs. 

China is the big player here and 
the leading force in this change. 
Doubting Donald, the climate 
change denier in the White House, 
is swimming against the tide but 
erhaps the next incumbent will 
ave a different view. 

Well to wheel? It starts with the 
oil being extracted, refined and 
delivered to the points of sale. 

The whole infrastructure which 
makes cars run - the 'well- 


to-wheel' scenario - is being 
challenged like never before 
because instead of evolutionary 
rowth and development what is 
eing forced on it is revolutionary 
and like all revolutions there will be 
casualties. 

You don't design, engineer and 
develop a new car in five minutes 
and there is usually a gestation 
period of a few years. 

But it isn't just the cars, is it? 
Electric cars have been with us 
for several years now and steadily 
gaining ground in those cities 
and urban areas with recharging 
facilities but as I said, that growth 
has been evolutionary. 

Can the EV sector now go from 
minnow to giant in a few short 
steps? 

I spoke to the National Grid 
which distributes the electricity to 


regional providers and from them 
to us, the end users. 

"Is the power generating industry 
in the UK robust enough to cope 
with demand if the 32 million cars 
were all electric? Could it cope 
with the spikes in demand at peak 
times when commuters get home 
from work and plug in their cars?" 

I asked. 

"We're on a glide scope with it," 
came the reply. 

I hope the glide ends in a soft 
landing rather than a crash. 

Obviously, the UK car park of 
32 million won't suddenly all need 
HP7 batteries overnight but there is 
little evidence that the recharging 
network, from the power stations to 
the charging stations we will plug 
into, is ready in the time frame we 
now face. 

Drivers know that no matter

where they are they can always find 
a fuel station and within a couple 
of minutes - at the most - pump 
in 300 miles worth of energy and, 
without that confidence and ease, 
we wouldn't buy many cars. 

Where is the equivalent 
recharging structure? I don't see it, 
or at least I don't see it in anything 
like the scale needed. 

Delivering the sort of 
infrastructure that has taken many 
decades to develop in 23 years is a 
tall order.
